America's “statu s" d ru g, known on 
the street as “ coke." 
Commonly accep ted for its recrea­ 
tional p rop erties, cocaine is fashion­ 
able. It is "in." It costs abou t $2,500 
an ou nce or $100 a night for a p arty 
of two. 


That cocaine has become a seriou s 
d ru g of abu se with eight million 
Americans hav ing sniffed or in­ 
jected it at least once and a million 
hav ing u sed it within the last month 
was p ointed ou t this week by the 
National Institu te of Dru g Abu se in 
Washington, I). C. 
The combination of the v ery high 
p rice and the ex otic p rop erties a t­ 
tribu ted to it hav e contribu ted to 
cocaine’s street rep u tation as a sta 
tu s d ru g. 


Within the last y ear an u nd er­ 
cov er p olice inv estigator, d ressed as 
a New Paltz college stu d ent, was 
able to acq u ire cocaine u p to one 
ou nce, making two bu y s at $1,500, 
District Attorney Francis .1 
Vogt 
said recently , recalling that eight 
d efend ants were arrested . He said 


the v ast majority inv olv ed in sales 
are stu d ents "working their way 
throu gh college." 
He said is not “ knocking New 
Paltz"; Vogt said the same cond i­ 
tion ex ists on other college cam ­ 
p u ses And while cocaine after col­ 
let is commonly accep ted in New 
York City , it is d one in this area, 
too. 
Echoing the national institu te's 
claim that cocaine is rid ing on the 
coattails of mariju ana now. officials 
see d ru g u sers going from p ot to 
coke with the nex t step ESI), be 
cau se that d ru g is not ad d ictiv e 
either. 
The institu te’s d irector, Robert 
Du Pont, in a p ress conference con­ 
ference W ed nesd ay in which he re­ 
leased the find ings of a $1 -million. 


fou r-y ear stu d y ot cocaine's p op u ­ 
larity . d ecried the casu alness that 
now characterizes d ru g abu se in the 
United States. 
He said he held the news con­ 
ference to help “giv e cocaine a bad 
name." 
Vogt agrees that it is an ex tremely 
d angerou s d ru g in that it can cau se 
p sy chological d ep end ence. He re­ 
called two New York City p ed iatri­ 
cians who d ied , hav ing su ffered 
malnu trion as a sid e effect of co­ 
caine u se. 
“ It's no secret that ad d iction rate 
is higher among d octors than oth­ 
ers," Vogt said , this time rem em­ 
bering a Kingston p hy sician who 
became d ru g-ad d icted and is no 
longer p racticing med icine.

Central Hu d son Gas 
and Electric Corp . was granted a $7 - 
million rate increase Frid ay , half 


what the u tility first asked for. 
The increase, hotly contested by 
area consu mer ad v ocates since it was 
req u ested 13 months ago, was set to 
allow the comp any a retu rn on com­ 


mon stock of 13.3 p er cent and an 
ov erall rate of retu rn of 9 .21 p er cent 
of the u tility 's assets before tax es. 
Rates to u sers will rise 5.2 p er cent. 
Starting the week of Ju ly 18 the 


resid ential monthly minimu m bill ot 
12 kilowatt hou rs goes from $2.57 to 
$2.8 7 . Althou gh the new rate sched u le 
has y et to be released , PSC sp okes­ 
man Francis Riv ett said u nit rates for 
all u sers will be “flattened ou t" to 
red u ce the d iscou nts for large in­ 
d u strial u sers. 
At the same time the Pu blic Serv ice 
Commission ord ered Central Hu d son 
to begin charging the largest u sers 
more for u sing p ower at p eak p eriod s 
of the d u y than at night. This p lan, 
p rotested by the u tility , is su p p osed 
to encou rage more ev en load s on 
ex p ensiv e generation p lants so fewer 


are need ed . 
Peak load p ricing won't affect home 
u sers d irectly . 
Bu t. 
said Central 
Hu d son Presid ent H. Clifton Wilson, 
“ if ou r major cu stomers su cceed in 
shifting any of their u se to off p eak, 
low-cost p eriod s, ou r earnings will 
d ecline to the d etriment of ev ery one." 
The two p rincip al consid erations in 
d isallowing Central Hu d son’s original 
req u est for $13.7 million in new rates 
were the u tility 's ex cess p lant cap aci­ 
ty and its fu tu re growth p rojections, 
said Riv ett. 
"Central Hu d son now has ex cess 
generating cap acity , which will not be 


u tilized u ntil the early 19 8 0s, and it 
is passing on the fix ed costs to the 
consu mers," Riv ett said . 
The u tility is also sad d led with a 
contract, now being renegotiated , to 
p u rchase ev en more electricity from 
Consolid ated Ed ison's p lant at Roset- 
on. 
"T he PSC p roced ed on the assu m p ­

City bu ilding insp ector William Hay - 
man, who last month g av e Goldstein IO 
day s to correct ov er 130 v iolations, say s 
he ag rees with the attorney . 
“ I g u ess it’s a matter of op inion, bu t 
I wou ldn't call the rep air work first class 
by any means." said Hay man. "There 
are craftsmen and there are main- 
tenancemen and this was a job done by 
a maintenaneeman Ifs not the kind of 


work I wou ld want done in my hou se, 
bu t most of the v iolations, ov er 9 0 p er 
cent, hav e !>een corrected." 
Hay man say s there are some items, 
su ch as bathroom fans and heater cov ­ 
ers, that Goldstein ordered and has not 
receiv ed. He say s he will continu e to 
insp ect the ap artments u ntil all the 
rep airs are made. 
Hethering ton say s he will be checking 
on Hay man to make su re there is a 
reinsp ection. 
“ We told Hay man that this time we 
want more than p romises from Gold­ 
stein," said Hethering ton. “ He (Hay ­ 
man) said there will be a reinsp ection 
and we’re taking him on his word, bu t 
we'll be keep ing a close ey e on that 
situ ation." 
Last month the Franklin Street T en­ 
ants Association set u p a trustee ac­ 
cou nt into which all rents will be p aid 
if the final rep airs aren't made. Hether­ 
ing ton say s his clients will not hesitate 
to u se the accou nt "if their insistence on 
comp liance is not met."

C old Weather, C arter's Plea B lamed 
Ho me Insulatio n Getting Scarce 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
There may be a shortag e of 
home insu lation materials this 
winter du e to heav y demand 
from consu mers reacting to 
last season’s fu el bills and 
President Carter’s 
plea for 
energ y conserv ation, a top in­ 
du stry official said Satu rday . 
Georg e Hoffman, marketing 
v ice president for CertainTeed 
Corp. of Valley Forg e, Pa., 
said an u nex pected su rg e in 
insu la tion pu rch ases th is 
spring prev ented m anu fac­ 
tu rers from replenishing stock­ 
piles to meet normal su mmer 
requ irements. 
The insu lation indu stry al­ 
ready is working at capacity , 
Hoffman said, and consu mers 


may start to feel the pinch if 
strong demand continu es. 
“Today a person can g o to a 
lu mber y ard or hardware store 
and bu y pretty mu ch what he 
wants,” Hoffman said in an 
interv iew. “ If he waits u ntil 
later in the y ear, he may en­ 
cou nter problems." 
He said Carter’s g oal of in­ 
su lating 9 0 per cent of the 
nation’s homes and offices by 
19 85 may prov e impossible u n­ 
less the insu lation indu stry 
bu ilds more factories. 
White Hou se energ y officials 
hav e estimated that 74 million 
residences and 1.5 million oth­ 
er bu ilding s consu me 20 per 
cent of the nation’s energ y for 
heating and cooling . Ex perts 


say as many as 70 per cent of 
all bu ilding s hav e inadequ ate 
insu lation. 
To help remedy the prob­ 
lem, the Hou se Way s and 
Means Committee 
has ap­ 
prov ed a tax credit of 20 per 
cent of the first $2,000 spent on 
home insu lation, retroactiv e to 
any 
pu rchases 
made 
after 
April 20. 
Hoffman said demand for 
insu la tion is strong ev en 
withou t final approv al of the 
credit. 
“I think consu mer response 
to the cold winter and the 
monthly (fu el) bill it cau sed 
has been ex tremely sig nifi­ 
cant,” he said. “ It really hit 
home."

Bu t after the Arab-Israeli co nflicts* 
in 19 67 and 19 73, mo st black natio ns! 
, linked u p with the Arabs and bro ke 
’ dip lo matic relatio ns with Israel. Ex ^ 
p lained o ne Israeli o fficial: "The 
blacks were v irtu ally blackmailed 
with the o il weap o n." 
The blacks hav e co ntinu ed, nev er­ 
theless, to maintain co ntacts with 
Israel thro u gh trade missio ns and

\jfith centuries of history be­ 
hind it, acupuncture only re­ 
cently came under the dou b t­ 
ing scrutiny of scientific in­

Wurld. Some of the reports of 
what 
the “ healing needles” 
can do seemed amazing and 
ev en impossible to us in the 
West, particularly when the 
ne e d l e s 
w e r e 
u s e d 
to 
a nè s th e iz e pa tie nts u nd e r ­ 
go ing major operations, 
in­ 
cluding open heart surgery. 
T h e 
C h i ne s e 
a ls o u se 
acupuncture for treatment of 
many different illnesses. Their 
theo ry as to why it works is 
thalt all of us have an inner life 
force of positive and negative 
energy (yin and yang) running 
thfjiugh us called Ch'i (pro-

o riginally of gold, silver or cop­ 
per B I T now usually of stain 
less steel, are inserted at spe 
cific po ints along meridians 
the pathways of the life force.

SJost im portant of all, no 
onO really knows how or why it 
works1 The theory' favored by 
many 
skeptics 
is 
that 
the 
needles act as a distraction 
and that the numbing and 
heading effects are purely psy­ 
chological. Orthodox doctors 
argue that acupuncture works 
as gn anesthetic only after long 


periods of indoctrination on 
carefully chosen patients who 
have been given small doses of 
b a r h i t u a t e s , 
s u c h 
a s 
morphine. 1, personally, do not 
believe that barbituates are 
given routinely to acupuncture 
patients, but I do agree that 
acupuncture is not the answer 
to all ills. For example, other 
factors such as faulty nutrition 
must also be corrected to ob ­ 
tain optim un health. 
The insertion of needles by a 
trained acupuncturist is not a 
random procedure. The depth 
of i ns e r t i o n v a r i e s c o n­ 
siderably and depends upon 
which 
of

acupuncture points is being 
used. 
Most 
needles are in­ 
serted just below the surface of 
the skin but some may go to a 
depth of three inches, depend ­ 
ing on the weight of the pa­ 
tient and the layer of fat that 
has to he penetrated. Length 
of needles also varies f rom one 
and a half to four inches, again 
depending upon the patient 
and the desired effect. 
The precise point of inser­ 
tion is determined by the find 
ings of a prior examination of 
the wrist pulse. According to 
Chinese medicne there are 14 
radial pulses (on the inside of

w r i s t ) 
w h i c h 
t h e 
acupuncturist 
palpates, 
or 
feels for, at different depths, 
using three fingers rather than 
the 
two 
fingers 
used 
by 
Western doctors. By checking 
t h e 
v a r i o u s 
p u l s e s ,

acupuncturist is usually able 
to tell which organ is at fault 
and. accordingly, where to in­ 
sert the needles. 
The main co ntro v ersy be­ 
tw een v ario us m em bers o f 
the m edical pro fessio n ex ists 
because acupuncture canno t 
be ex plained 
scienfifically , 
altho ugh a seem ingly endless 
list o f ailm ents, fro m m i­ 
graine headaches to ulcers 
an d ar t h ir it is , h av e r e ­ 
spo nded to acupuncture. In 
so m e cases the resu lts hav e 
been no tewo rthy and ev en 
spectacular.

Montpelier, France (F rance- 
historic and medical center» 
have rejected the view that the 
benefits of acupuncture are 
“all in the m ind." 
Their ex ­ 


perim ents o n am anim als led 
to the co n d u - sio n that the 
effects are definitely phy si­ 
cal. Acupuncture points were 
located 
in animals, needles 
were inserted and an electric 
current passed through them. 
In .‘10 minutes most of the 
animals showed no signs of 
being able to feel pain. The 
blood 
of 
these 
“ painless" 
animals was than injected into 
other animals that had 
not 
received 
acupuncture 
treat­ 
ment, and the anim als of the 
seco nd gro up also showed 
im m unity fro m pain! 
In China it is claimed that 
acupuncture works for 50 per 
cent of the patients who accept 
it. However, I think that the 
level of pain tolerated by most 
Chinese could not be tolerated 
here, so the 50 per cent figure 
would have to be scaled down 
to apply to acupuncture pn- 
tients in this country. 
Experiments are now being 
carried out all over the world 
to uncover facts relating to 
acupuncture. 
Most 
Western 
minds 
would 
feel 
better it 
there were a more scientific 
explanation to back up this 
oriental therapy. Such serious 
inte r e s t a nd inv estigation 
shows that acupuncture can no 
longer 
be 
considered 
just 
quack medicine, but that it 
holds

Lawn Must Hav e Adequate Ox y gen So urce

Oxygen is absorbed by the 
root- as well as by the leaves 
of plants. When soil, for one 
reason or another, is lacking in 
oxygen plants growing in the 
soil suffer and will die it condi­ 
tions ar- not improved. 
Your lawn is made of mil­ 
lions of individual grass plants 
e a c h 
r e qu i r i ng s u nl i gh t , 
nutrients,

Die presence of oxygen in 
the root zone of grass is not a

Ixirous soil, a characteristic of 
sandy -oils, but it your soil is 
heavy or is poorly drainsd you 
could have a problem. 
It there is much traffic on 
your lawn tins tends to pack 
down the soil. As a conse­ 
quence tree passage of oxygen 
into your soil is hampered. 
What can you do 
to change 
your soil so that your grass 


receives adequate am ounts of 
oxygen'.’

to 
aerate, (loll course managers 
long ago recognized the bene­ 
fits of aeration and have been 
aerating the grass on their 
heavily used fairways as a reg­ 
ular part of maintenance. 
Cross section A shows grass 
as it grows in your lawn. Sec 
lion B illustrates one method 
of aerating a lawn. 
Hollow 
steel tubes, like this attached 
to 
a 
rotating 
mechanism 
(sketch C) plunge into the 
ground and soil is forced up 
through them and deposited 
above grade. The hole left by 
each of thhse tubes allows air 
to circulate into the root zone 
and also permits the easier 
absorption of water. 
Sketch I) illustrates at larger 
scale the hollow steel tube and 
the small arrows indicate the 
direction! the soil plug takes 
as it 
is forced through the 
tube. Another method ol aera­ 
tion employs a series of steel 
spikes (K) mounted on a re 
voicing drum jxtwered by a

My part-tim e business con

to retreading shops. 
What s more, 1 can make 
from HI (for automobile tires) 
to s to (j,,r truck tires) lor each 
tire. 
I'o 
start 
a 
tire salvaging 
business, call all the retread 
mg shops in your area and find 
out which ones will pay you 
the most lor each tire. 
Be sure to ask each shop it 
there are any restrictions on 
the types or number of tires 
you bring in. 
Some 
retreaders, 
for 
in­ 
stance, won’t take steel-belted 
radials while others can't han 
die certain sizes of casings. 


To obtain the needed tires, 
go around to -ervice stations, 
garages and tire dealers in 
vour area and tell them you’ll 
tote away any used tires they 
have 
lying 
about 
for 
free. 


Often, 
these 
establishments 
have to pay premium prices to 
have the old casings hauled 
away, so they may be quite 
happy to do business with you. 
Of course, you have to be 
somewhat careful about what 
tires you haul away The gov­ 
ernment 
recently 
tightened 
safety 
standards tor recaps 
and you won't want to waste 
your time collecting and haul 
mg casings that retread shops 
can't use. Basically, there are 
four things you should keep an 
eye peeled for as you insjiect a 
garage's discards. 
1. A tire's bead (the part 
that 
mounts directly on 
a 
w heels rim) 
must 
have no 
cuts, tears or excessive wear 
2. There can lie no holes in 
the casing, not even a small 
p u nc t u r e t h a t 
h a s b e e n 
patched. 
5. No tire cords (the strmg- 
like 
threads or bands e m ­ 
bedded in the rubber) can be 
showing. 
4. Small surface cracks are 
usually acceptable, but there 
can be no deep cracks in a 
tire's sidewalls. 
Obviously, the more tires 
you can haul to the retreader 
at once, the fewer trips you’ll 


have to make and the less 
overhead you'll have to pay. 
You don't have to rush out and

W restling is second on the college lev el with a 4.6 rate 
followed by fall football at 3.3, ice hockey at 2.2, lacrosse 
at 2.1. soccer at 2.0, basketball at 1.9 , baseball and track, 
both at 1.6, and gy m nastics at 1.0. 
Football tops the high school lev el list w ith 2.4 injuries 
per thousand followed by w restling at 1.4, ice hockey at 
1.2 and basketball at 1.0. 
Knee injuries were most common follow ed by injuries 
to the hip and leg, foot and ankle, forearm and hand, 
should and arm s, torso, head and neck, and face and 
scalp. 
Dr. Leslie M. Hodner, coordinator of sports m edicine 
at Notre Dam e, said preconditioning of athletes, im ­ 
prov em ents in equipm ent, better coaching, stricter rules, 
a higher lev el of officiating, the av ailability of better 
trainers, close contacts with phy sicians, and a psy ­ 
chological realization by coaches, play ers and parents 
that w inning isn ’t ev ery thing would help in prev enting 
injuries.

SO U TH B E N D , Ind. (U PI) 
— Notre Dame football star Al 
Hunter says the university has 
left him no choice but to go to 
court to fight his suspension 
for the fall semester. 


The senior halfback from 
Greenville, 
N.C., 
the 
first 
Notre Dame ballcarrier to to­ 
tal 
1,000 yards, announced 
Friday he will sue the univer­ 
sity for suspending him "for 
doing nothing.” 


Hunter was suspended after 
being accused of visiting the 
room of a female student "a f­ 
ter hours." He was cleared of 
the charges in a university 
judicial hearing in May, but 
the ruling was overturned by 
the Rev. Theodore Hesburgh, 
the university’s president. 


“ I want everyone to know 
that I was found innocent . . . 
I was acquitted unanimously 
of any rules violation,” Hunter 
said in a prepared statement. 
"The public must he made to 
understand that my sun 
pension was in the face of this 
determination.” 


Hunter said he will file suit 
against the university in the 
next few weeks, seeking an 
order that he be allowed to 
return to school in the fall and 
play football. 


“ I feel confident I have a 
career waiting for me in pro 
Tensional football and to sus 
pend me for the fall semester 
for doing nothing is a serious 
curtailment of these plans," 
Hunter added. 


Hunter and five other Notre 
Dame football players were 
suspended 
for

dormitory 
rules violation three years ago. 
All sat out the 1974 season on 
probation.

His selection in the 1976 contest was due to 
his four-for-four game won by the North, 8-6, 
at Newburgh. 


Koegel entered Friday night’s game with a 
.304 average and IO runs hatted in for the 9-1 
Braves. He was a mainstay on Kingston’s 1976 
league championship squad.

"N o problem," he said matter-of-factly. 
Koegel was a three-sport star at Saugerties 
High, excelling in football, basketball and 
baseball. He then attended Penn State and 
participated in two sports. 


“ I went up there as a quarterback, but was 
converted to tight end,” he said. “ I played 
football my first two years there. I also played 
baseball in my sophomore and junior years.” 


Koegel did not graduate college. At age 23, 
part of the Koegel family athletic dynasty 
(brother Warren played pro football with Oak­ 
land and the Jets, and brother Pete is a minor 
league baseball player), he is working at Kaye 
Sports here, playing softball and baseball in the 
summer and basketball in the winter. 


“ I still enjoy baseball, it’s a lot more com­ 
petitive than softball, which I play for fun,” 
said Koegel. 


Since the H V R L is quite competitive, the All- 
Star contest was a friendlier setting and more 
relaxed atmosphere than the players were used 
to. "Everybody’s here to have a good time, and 
to get everybody in to play,” Koegel noted. 
“ Everybody’s seen each other before in league 
games.” 


And they’ve seen Koegel ride the long ball 
well enough to become one of the league’s 
sluggers. His sixth-inning triple took forever to 
come down, 


" I can’t run too well,” Koegel laughed, “ so I 
have to hit ‘em that long to make third base.”

for the past two y ears. 
When Wooden stepped down from the Bruin helm after 
winning his 10th NCAA championship in 12 y ears at San Diego 
in 1975, Cunningham was his choice to replace him but Morgan 
selected Bartow instead. 


Although Bartow posted a 52-9 record in his two seasons at 
Westwood, he was freq uently the target of criticism and. 
insiders said, it finally became too much for him to bear. 
Cunningham served as the No. I assistant of Wooden in 
Wooden’s last four seasons at UCLA. Before that, he was the 
Bruins’ freshman coach for six y ears. He play ed at UCLA from 
1960 through 1962. 


In 1972-73 when Wooden was sidelined with a heart condi­ 
tion. Cunningham directed the Bruins to a 98-67 victory over 
UC Santa Barbara.

bout five years ago, as a novice 
photographer, 
Howie 
Greenberg 
took his camera into a Brooklyn 
graveyard and began shooting a 
series of photographs. At the time, he was 
shooting the pictures because he found the 
gravestones interesting. 
“ But .when I went into the darkroom to 
develop the film, I began to realize that I was 


examining my feelings about death, some­ 
thing I had avoided doing up to that point. 
I felt a little closer to death after that 
experience. Maybe a little more aware that 
we don't live forever. The camera had forced 
me to look and I became aware of what my 
perception of death was. 
“ From that point on, the camera enabled 
me n<#t only to see the world around me, but 


to examine it. You get a very specialized view 
of things through a camera lens. Things seen 
through a frame are very s|H*cifiic. There are 


so many stimuli around ami it s nice to be 
able lo ft tells on one thing."

‘Hickory Chips’: 


Poems, Anecdotes, Philosophy 


From a Shokan Machinist 


Donald Dubois turns a part on a metal lathe in his Shokan machine shop

W 


hen you first enter the machine 
sh o p w h ere D o n a ld D uB ois 
spends much of his time, your 
eyes fall upon the huge equip­ 
ment — drill presses and lathes — which he 
uses in his work. Expecting dirt, you find the 
floor and machines clean and neat. I hen 
DuBois ushers you into a small office and 
again you're struck with the incongruity of 
this man who shouldn’t be an author and 
machinist at the same time. DuBois is a 
gentle and unassuming man, slight of build, 
but with character and strength written upon 
his face. 
Donald E. DuBois, author of the book 
“ Hickory Chips,” was born in 1914 and has 
lived in Shokan since he was four years old. 
His book is a compendium of poems, anec­ 
dotes, and philosophical statem ents that 
quickly catch a reader's interest: 
“ An old m an’s folly is soon erased. A young 
m an’s folly through life is faced" is just a 
sample of the humor and sensitivity DuBois 
is able to put into words. 
DuBois worked for 27 years at the DeLaval 
Separator Company, a Poughkeepsie firm 
with headquarters in Sweden. He retired in 
1989 but has never stopped working. Even 
while holding the machinist job he acquired 
during World War II, he was stretching 
himself into other areas. In 1951, he started 
the Onteora Manufacturing Company in his 
cellar and nurtured its growth until he lost 
the business during the recession of 1970. He 
was fortunate to be able to salvage some ol 
the equipment, which he uses today in his 
workshop on Route 28 adjacent to the build­ 
ing that eventually housed his company and 
its 25 employees. 
DuBois is also an inventor who enjoys the 
research-and-development aspect of m achin­ 
ery production. He continues to develop new 
ideas and products (he holds three patents) 
and make small parts which he subcontracts 
out from larger firms. 
While growing up on his grandparents 
farm, his interest in machinery took root and 
grew. He started out as an auto mechanic 
and reminisces about building airplanes and 
gliders in his back yard. He takes obvious 
delight in telling about the plane he built 
with a two-cylinder motorcycle engine that 
managed to struggle off the ground only 
once. 
DuBois began writing while making a

solitary drive to his job each day. “ 1 worked 
in Poughkeepsie and used to ride hack and 
forth alone with plenty of tim e for introspec­ 
tion.” he says, ‘i 'd jot down the thoughts on 
my mind and stuff the pieces of paper in a 
draw er.” 
Eventually he realized he might want to 
publish these thoughts in hook form.

inventions, or discussing the book he had 
written, DuBois is an armchair philosopher 
whose thoughts have come from observing 


and thinking about the things around him. 
His essay on “ T he P oplar” was inspired by 
the trees sitting in his backyard, and his 
thoughts on “ Freedom” sprang from w atch­ 
ing a moth trying to escape from a fifth-floor 
loft where he was working at the time. His

book is filled with personal thoughts. \ o u get 
a glimpse of the man from such lines as: “ No 
one really owns anything — we only have 
custody in varying degrees, and eventually 
the great Mortgage Holder forecloses on 
everything, including our lives. 


Bv writing and publishing his book, DuBois 
has taken his own advice: “ When an idea 
takes you by the hand, go with her, for like 
a will-o’-the-wisp, she seldom returns. 
DuBois became a writer through desire. | 
“ Inspiration comes in a thousand different 
ways,” he told me. His schooling began in a 
one-room schoolhouse and ended at King­ 
ston High School. “ I wasn I educated by 
institutions," he says, “ but In people.” 
He clearly remembers his teacher, Mr. 
Hadley, who had no problem with discipline. 
"H e used to play ball with us at recess,” says 
DuBois, “ and if two boys got into an argu­ 
ment he’d just take down some boxing gloves 
he had handy and put them in it back room. 
When they got tired of fighting he'd let them 
out.” 
“ I had no possible use for English when I 
was in school,” he recounts, “ ami poetry was 
the furthest 
thing from my mind.” Vet 
DuBois hits written it book filled with poetic 
form, humor, and writings that stir the 
reader, kindling contemplation. His book is 
available at O ’Reilly’s in Kingston, Twine’s 
Catskill Book Shop, or from the author 
himself in Shokan. 
“ It’s an expensive proposition to publish it 
book,” admits DuBois, but, he confides, 
“ I’ve got one-third of a new one stuffed in the 
drawers of my desk.’

'Though at 
times blatantly racist (Griffith's outlook on 
the war was shaped by his Virginia back­ 
ground), it is filled with cinematic techni­ 
ques that virtually rewrote the film vocab­ 
ulary of the time and laid the groundwork for 
almost all the cinema techniques we take for 
granted today. 


July IS - “ C O L L E G E ” (1927) - One of 
the lesser known and better films of Buster 
Keaton who, at least in the silent era, was 
Charlie C haplin’s artistic equal. The film 
gives Keaton the chance to show off his 
considerable comic and acrobatic talents. 


July 25 — “ HIGH N O O N " (1952) — T he 
greatest western ever made, excitingly and 
suspenseful^ directed bv Fred Zinnemann. 
Gary Cooper gives one of his finest per­ 
formances as the lawman who must stand 
alone against a vengeful gang of killers, all 
to the strains of that haunting, unforgettable 
theme song. 


August I 
“ T H E Q U IE T M A N ” (1952) 
Those who think director John Ford is 
only to be remembered for his westerns must 
see this film about an American boxer who 
retires from the ring and returns to his native 
Ireland to find love and stubborn Irish men 
(and women). What ensues is a brawling, 
heartwarming, hilarious movie which boasts 
fine performances by some of Ford's favorite

machine that works for man rather than 
against him.” 
Not too long after his graveyard experience, 
the New York City native moved to Wo<>ds- 
tock and got a job as a photographer for a 
local newspaper. As he drove from assign­ 
ment to assignment he began thinking about 
the need for a local photography center, “a 
place that would touch on all the photo­ 
graphic activities one could get involved 
with. A place for photographers and m em ­ 
bers of the general public.” 
It took him a few years to get the project 
off the ground, but on May 15 Greenberg, 
along with photographer Michael heinberg, 
opened the doors of the ( atskill ( enter tor 
Photography. Just as he envisioned it, the 
Center provides something tor photographers 
and members of the public. 
As Greenberg explains it, “ Photography is 
a powerful and positive force. Its inherent 
capability is to enhance communications 
between people and to add to the potentiaI 
of human awareness and personal growth. 
With this in mind, the ( atskill (’enter tor 
Photography has created a facility where this 
potential can be fully realized. 
A brief description of the activities at the 
Center includes exhibitions, classes, special 
workshops, lectures, as well as the m ain­ 
tenance of a resource library, historical col­ 
lection, a community photo work space and 
“ a supportive creative environment.’ 
The membership of the ( enter is divided 
into three catagories: Advanced photogra­ 


phers (“They make up the backbone of the 
organization” ), people who are relativly new 
to the field and just want to make use of the 
darknxim, and the supporting membership 
(“These are people who aren’t necessarily 
photographers, but they realize the value of 
the Center” ). 
For all members, the Center is able to get 
supplies and equipment at a substantial 
discount and provide a reference library, 
bookshop and historical collection. For m em ­ 
bers of the general public, the ( enter pro­ 
vides quality exhibitions of contemporary 
and historically significant photographs by 
international as well as local photographers, 
l a k i n g to the future, Greenberg hopes to 
be able to merge the (’enter with the cpm- 
munity — to provide a community service. 
He sees the Center as “ a medium for com­ 
munication that can serve a utilitarian 
purpose.” 
"We hope to be able to send photographers 
out into the schools and into the community 
resource groups to help record their activities 
and document what they are doing. One 
immediate project is to document all of 
Woodstock’s 
Bicentennial 
activities 
and 
create two sets of photographs that will 
endure long after the Bicentennial is over.” 
For Greenberg, photography has provided 
“ the joy of discovery and a little bit of 
magic.” He and the other photographers in 
the area hope to share that magic with the 
residents of the Catskills.
